In ly, Arthur Blake's article in the 
current issue of the Yodeler, I was dis- 
tressed to read his remarks regarding 
the attempts being made by “epresenta- 
tive Outland to modify the present policy 
of the District Forester, United State 
Forest Service, in establishing "Closed 
Areas" in the Las Padres National Forest. 

I am sure that ir. Blake is not entire- 
ly informed as to the true situation 
dorm here. 

I am thoroughly convinced that every 
member of the Sierra Club is heartily 
anxious to cooperate to the fullest 
possible extent with every conscientious 
official of the United States Forest 
Service. I am equally sure that every 
Club Iiember must elso join me in feeling 
that in the establishment of such 
"elosed areas” in our National forest 
it would have been more in keeping with 
Our democratic principles if the Forest 
Service officials had consulted repre- 
sentatives of the various outdoor clubs 
that make such constant use of the rec- 
reation facilities of the National forest, 
with the many individuals that have 
private holdings in the forests, and 
with the cabin and resort oimers who 
operate under lease from the forest 
service, before establishing such arbi- 
trary rules and regulations. 

In southern California it meant the 
virtual blockade of areas of the Los 
Padres, Angeles, San Bernardino, and 
Cleveland forests, that could be reached 
by public transportation during all the 
period of gas rationing. 

It is now rumored that this "closed 
area” policy is being considered as a 
permanent policy in these southern Cal- 
ifornia mountains. Such a policy will 
mean a decided handicap to all lovers of 
the outdoors in southern Cclifornia. It 
vill be a terrific handicap to children's 
recreational groups. 

Undoubtedly sone restrictions as to 
use are necessary in certain areas of 
these three forests. However, bouncar- 
ies of the areas to be restricted should 
be determined in conference with the 
outdoor clubs and others interested in 
the proper recreational use of the 
forest. 

Furthermore, permits should be avail- 
able to groups and individuals, who can 
be held responsible, for hiking parties

As 
your writer neglected to exercise the 
foresight of other climbers, no comments 
will be made on the joys of blind skiing 
on eighteen inches of newly fallen pow- 
der, with more flakes on their way to a 
satiesdatit skiing season. (Ed. Note: If 
Fritz hadn't been so doggedly trying to 
find something to climb, he might have 
seen for himself that the skiers had true 
ly excellent conditions. They practiced 
stems in deep grass on Saturday, but 
found on Sunday that overnight additions 
to the rudimentary snowpack made for fine 
running almost anywhere, and enjoyed full 
visibility on tours to Tempo Dome and 
down the Chinquapin Run.)

After supper, Dr. Miller of the U.C. 
Zoology Departinent took us on a tour 
through the Museum of Vertebrate Zo- 
ology on the campus. Fron a modest be- 
ginning under direction of Dr. Grinnell 
in 1908, we were astonished to learn, 
the Museum has grown so thet it now 
contains over 235,000 specimens of mam- 
mals, birds and reptiles, at. a value in 
excess of half a million dollars, 


Dr. Miller explained how specimens are 


obteined, prepared, preserved and cat~ 
alopued. They are kept in seqyence ace 
cording to geosraphic locality, and 
great care must be exercised in their 
preservation, Tith tiny mammals, the 
skull is preserved after removing all 
soft matter, (cultured beetles are 
put to work to clean up the skulls) and 
is kept beside the mounted specimen. 

“te were awed by our visit to the re- 
frigereted storase room where we saw 
rows upon rows of furs of mammals of 
every size and description, from the 
shag¢giest bears to the most velvety 
minks. te deeply appreciate Dr. 
Liillerts courtesy in providing such an 
interesting tour for us.

Tditorts Mail (cont. from p. 2) 
object to settings such a permit for such 
trips. 

As a natter of fact, the present rul- 
ings are so arbitrary that they are de- 
feating the very purpose that led to 
their establishment. This past hunting 
season certainly demonstrated that. The 
Forest Service was totally unprepared to 
cope with the rultitudinous infractions 
that occurred. I know this from our om 
experience during the vast few weeks, 

It seems to me that we have all been 


so anxious to cooperate with the Forest ~ 


Service officials in years past that we 
have spoiled them a bit! : 
Look what the Forest Service is doing 
vith our mountain pealss. The San Gor- 
“onio Prinitive Area is right now being 
invaded by sore radio outfit that has 
been granted a pernit to build shacks 
on the top of Corgonio to test the loca- 
tion for a broadcasting station.
